“] think Christmas, 1883, was my 
most memorable one,” said General 
Greely, the artic explorer. “With my 
command I was proceeding southward 
in the hope of. obtaining help, and 
about the 20th of October. we ‘en- 
sconced ourselves in a little hut at 
Cape Sabine. Our supply. of foodwas 
running very low; and we were on 
very short rations, every one being al- 
lowed just food enough in each twen- 
ty-four hours to sustain life. Under 
these depressing circumstances and 
amid the awful silence of the polar 
night the cheerfulness that we contin- 
ued to maifitain was remarkable.

They were quickly aflame and being 
puffed away at for dear life, and thus 
my most memorable’ Christmas—a 
Christmas near the north pole—ended 
in smoke.”—Pittsburg Dispatch. 


NEGLECTED BAYBERRIES. 


Time Was When the Crop Was Eager- 
ly Harvested. 

Years ago when the first frosts had 
come Connecticut people went-out to 
pick the bunches of bayberries to make 
the pale green wax candles which 
when burning gave out the aromatic 
smell of the leaves that the pickers 
crushed in pulling off. - 

We no longer pick bayberries for 
company candles for the winter time. 
Except a few romantic souls who gath- 
er berries enough to make a candle or 
two for old memories, a few faddists 
who want to try to make bayberry can- 
dles by some discovery or other in a 
magazine and some stanch old New 
Englanders who love to get out in the 


pastures on a crisp fall day—these are 
all who gathor the bayberites uuw. 


Left to themselves, the clumps of 
bushes have spread out and in some 
cases overrun whole pastures. In some 
parts of Connecticut the bushes have 
grown very tall. 

In Branford, on the coast, there are 


almost bayberry trees, as many can be | 


found growing along the highways ten 
feet tall and some even taller. These 
bayberries must be very old. You can- 
not help wondering how many crops 
have been picked off them in years 
past. 

As early as 1717 the town records 
show that the gathering of bayberries 
on the highways and common was for- 
bidden before Sept. 15. A fine of 10 
shillings for each violation was the 
penalty. It appears that the wax from 
the berries was used in making a 
blacking and a salve and that bayberry 
wax continued an article of trade in 
Branford down to the last fifty years. 

Human nature being about the same 
one century to another, there was 


probably in 1717 a great complaining 


of people who picked the berries “‘be- 
fore they were half ripe” or “got up 
mornings before anybody else had a 
chance;” hence the regulation and the 
fine. : 

But what a breathless, hurried bay- 
berry picking it must have been the 
morning of Sept. 15!—Hartford -Cou- 
Tant.

With “Goodby and Good Luck!” 
the President Starts the Great 
Fleet Under Evans on Its Voy- 
age Around the Horn, Possibly 
to Return via. Suez—Before 
Holidays Adjournment the Sen- 
ate and House Committees 
Announced—Williams and De 
Armond In Fight on Floor of 
House—Aldrich Promises. Fi- 
nancial Measure Jan. 6—Taft 
Home Again—Injunction 
Against A. F. of L. Boycott. 


EXECUTIVE 


Fleet Off. For Pacific. 

In the presence of thousands of spec- 
tators President Roosevelt from the 
bridge of the cruiser yacht Mayflower 
at Old Point Comfort, Dec. 16, gave the 
signal which started the nation’s great- 
est fleet, consisting of sixteen battle- 
ships under the command of Rear Ad- 
miral Robley D. Evans, on its momen- 

: tous and _ signifi- 
cant practicecruise 
of 14,000 miles 
around the Horn 
to San Francisco. 
Before the start 
Admiral’ Evans 
came on board the 
Mayflower to sa- 
lute the president 
and give his per- 
sonal assurance 
that the ships 
were ready. The 

president received 
Admiral Evans. the salute with 
lifted hat and formally acknowledged 
the words of greeting, after which the 
two shook hands and other command- 
ing officers arrived for the farewell re- 
ception. To all the president spoke the 
cordial and familiar words, “Goodby, 
and good luck!” and expressed his 
pride in the fleet and the sailors. 
The Mayflower led the four mile pro- 
cession of fighting vessels from Hamp- 
ton Roads to the Horseshoe Bend of 
the Chesapeake, flying at its masthead 
the blue eagle crested presidential flag, 
and there turned aside and came to 
anchor while the white clad ships 
passed in review and out to sea, their 
guns roaring, bands playing and sail- 
ors singing. The fleet carries 14,000 
officers and men and:35,000,000 pounds 
of explosives. The first stop will be 
Trinidad, where the torpedo fleet, 
which started in advance, already 
awaits the coming of the battleships. 

Prior to the departure Admiral Evans 
had given to the press in writing ‘a 
farewell message to the people of the 
United States, conveying his apprecia- 
tion of the interest shown in the fleet’s 
movements and referring to the trip 
as a great “practice cruise to visit our 
friends and supporters on the Pacific 
coast.” In closing he gave some hint 
about possible diversion to the far 
east by saying that if the commander 
in chief should decide to send them 
“on a mission of peace and good will 
to the nations of the other hemisphere” 
the same interest would follow them 
there. Later a wireless message said 
the admiral had made known orders 
to return via Suez. ' 


Letters to Santa Claus. 

The postmaster general has made 
public his annual proclamation con- 
cerning Santa Claus. In past years 
letters directed to Santa Claus have 
been sent to the dead letter office and 
wherever practicable returned to the 
senders. He now directs that these 
letters may be turned over by any re- 
ceiving postmaster to any regularly 
organized charity society in the city 
or town of address to be used exclu- 
sively for philanthropic purposes. The 
terms of the order confine these di- 
rections ‘strictly to letters addressed 
to Santa Claus, as it is found that the 
name Kriss Kringle appears in various 
city directories. 

A 20,000 Ton Battleship Begun. 

At the yards of the Fore River Ship- 
building company, Quincy, Mass., Dec. 
16 was laid the keel of what is planned 
to be the largest battleship yet added 
to the United States navy, the North 
Dakota, of 20,000 tons displacement. 
It is expected that within a month 
there will be 1,000 men at work on 
the vessel, and it will be completed in 
three years. 


4,000,000 Christmas Trees a Year. 

In discussing the effect on the for- 
ests of the country by the use of 
Christmas trees, of which it is estimat- 
ed that 4,000,000 are used each year, 
Gifford Pinchot, United States forest- 
er, says that the effect is infinitesimal 
compared with the destruction caused 
by forest fires and wasteful lumber- 
ing. If planted four feet apart these 
trees would be grown on less than 
1,400 acres. He says that trees suit-

Army to Buy Balloon. 

:. The signal corps of the war depart- 
ment has made public specifications 
for the construction of a dirigible bal- 
loon to be used in a series of tests at 
Fort Myer next spring. Proposals for 
furnishing the balloon will be opened 
at the department on Jan, 15 next. The 
balloon is to consist of a gas bag of 
silk to be covered with an aluminium 
Preparation. The material for the bag 
and the hydrogen with which it will be 
inflated will be furnished by the gov- 
ernment, The dimensions and shape of 
the bag will be left to the bidders, ex- 
cept that the length must not exceed 
120 feet. It must be designed to carry 
two persons having a combined weight 
of 850 pounds and at least 100 pounds 
of ballast. A speed of twenty miles an 
hour in still air is desired, and the 
scheme of ascending, descending and 
maintaining equilibrium must be based 
on shifting weights, movable planes or 
some method which will not necessi- 
tate balancing or changing of position 
by the aeronaut. The balloon must 
have all the fittings necessary for suc- 
cessful and continuous flights. It will 
be. accepted only after a trial flight to 
be held at Fort Myer next spring.

Ridgely’s Central Bank Plan. 
Comptroller of the Currency Ridgely 
in making his report for the year end. 
ed Oct. 31 pleads for the establishment 
of a national central bank of issue and 
reserve somewhat on the lines of the 
Bank of France, with such other nrod- 
ifications of our system as will give 
greater elasticity. The fault of the 


present system, in his opinion, is that | 


in times of emergency the funds de- 
posited in the reserve and central re- 
serve cities are not always surely 
available. A central bank with power 
to issue notes against credits would, 
he thinks, obviate that difficulty. He 
would have the bank controlled by the 
government and the majority of shares 
owned by the other banks in propor- 
tion to their capital, directors. to be 
‘chosen in the proportion of two-thirds 
‘by shareholders.and- one-third. by. the 
government, and the profits above 3 
or 4 per cent to go to the government. 
He would not allow the bank to do 
a general commercial business, but 
would confine it to the finances of the 
government. 

The comptroller also urges that the 
limit on the monthly rétirement of cur- 
rency be. removed. Speaking of the 
panic, he says it was worse among 
the banks than among the people and 
that it was caused directly by the 
hoarding of banks. Action by congress, 
if any, should be taken soon. 


Cortelyou Denies It All. 

The reports of delegate hunting for 
the Republican nomination on the third 
term sentiment finally became so _ per- 
sistent that Secretary Cortelyou. issued 


a formal denial, Dec. 17, saying that- 


he has not been a candidate “for any- 
thing but the confidence of the people 
in the discharge of his duties” and that 
neither he nor his friends directly or 
indirectly have tried to secure political 
support for any candidate nor sought 
to influence movements in his interest.

Surgeon's Knife Cures Insanity.

8,000 Chileans Quit Work. 

Dispatches from Santiago, Chile, indi.

A patient and forbearing neighbor- 
hood deserves and hereby receives 
the thanks of the Andover Press for 
the way in which they have borne with 
the very trying smoke nuisance for 
which we have been guilty during the 
past few weeks. 


The completion of a new coal 
pocket for the Press building brought 
forth a winter’s supply of coal, and 
in the purchase of the .supply a cer- 
tain brand was received, highly rec- 
ommended for its steaming qualities 
by one of our reputable dealers. But 
alas and alack! there were other things 
to be thought of than steaming qual- 
ities, for the result has been a pro- 
duction of soot by the Andover Préss 
steaming plant beyond any range of 
possibilities that could be thought of. 

Our neighbors have suffered 
severely, but their suffering has been 
almost nothing compared with “the 
disturbance in the interior. of the An- 
dover Press build’ng, particularly in 
the basement. For six weeks every 
possible effort has been made to over- 
come the difficulty but without avail. 
The one final positive thing that 
could be done has, however, been done 
this, week; the balance of the coal has 
beén lifted out of the pocket, disposed 
of for out-of-town consumption, and 
a new lot of coal is now in the Press 
pocket bearing the label of the highest 


grade of coal for steaming purposes 


that is mined. 


This is a bit of personal comment 
relating to private business which or- 
dinarily would find no place in this 
column. It is properly here how- 
ever, because the Press building 
stands in its relation to the public 
in a closer attitude than the ordinary 
private enterprise. We feel that it is 
one of the town’s institutions. Its 
Purpose is not to disturb the people 
who are its neighbors, near or far, 
but rather to contribute to their happi- 
ness, and not even in the minutest 
degree is it intended to be a nuisance. 


With the coming of next Spring 
still further improvements will be 
made in the Press chimney so that 
perhaps after all, the lesson of this 
sooty coal may serve in the end to 
work out as nearly perfect conditions 
for the conduct of a steam plant as 
it is possible to secure. 

We will guarantee that no more 
shall the only “poetry of life” that 
could be thought of by those who live 
in the neighborhood of the Press 
building, be that touching couplet, 
‘which, if our memory of youth serves 
us rightly, ran something like this.

Obituary. 


REV. VARNUM LINCOLN. 

Rev. Varnum Lincoln, one of An- 
dover’s long time distinguished citi- 
zens, died at his home on Summer 
street, Monday night, aged 88 years. 

Rev. Mr. Lincoln was born: in 
Chelmsford, September 25, 1810, 
the son of Abel and Phoebe (Griffin) 
Lincoln. He taught school for some 
time in several cities in Massachusetts 
and New Hampshire, and afterward 
studied for the ministry under Rev. 
T. B. Taylor, D.D., thenof Lowell, 
and was first ordained as pastor of the 
Universalist church of Billerica, after- 
wards holding pastorates at West- 
minster, Townsend, Andover, Abing- 
ton, Yarmouthport, and West Haver- 
hill, all of Massachusetts. 

In 1844 Mr. Lincoln married Eme- 
line Sprague of Lowell, whose death 
occurred only a few months ago. 
Three children survive this union, 
two of them being sons, located in 
Pittsfield and Charlestown and the 
third a daughter whose home was 
with her father on Summer street. 

Mr. Lincoln’s long activity in the 
Universalist church gave him oppor- 
tunity for much good service in the 
lines of Christian activity and pro- 
motion of civic good. He early be- 
camg¢ deeply interested in temperance 
and was one of the strongest advo- 
cates of. no license in the Common- 
wealth. For years he was the central 
figure of the no-license work in our 
own town. 

He wrote much for the press, many 
of his writings taking the form of 
poetry and some of his verse was of 
very high order. Several years ago 
he published a most beautiful book 


of poems under the title of “The De- 


serted Farmhouse”, in which was con- 
tained many ballads that showed not 
only rare literary merit but a deep 
and sympathetic interest in real life. 

Mr. Lincoln was a positive man 
with strong convictions, undoubted] 
leaning sometimes towards an intol- 
erance of his opponent’s views but 
always with a courtesy that brought 
to him universal respect. 

The funeral was held from his late 
home Thursday morning and _inter- 
ment was in Forest Hill cemetery in 
Boston. Services were conducted by 
Rev. I. P. Marvin of Methuen, Mass., 
and Rev. Mr. Evans of Charlestown, 
Mass.

Sad Drowning Accidents. 


~ 


The joys of a happy Christmas Day 
were dashed to pieces on Wednesday, 
when Wilfred, the 19 year old son of 
Joseph Bourdelais of West Parish, 
lost his life while skating on Hag- 
getts Pond. 

He, with several companions, was 
enjoying the smooth ice, when, not 
noticing that the place where he was 


skating was not safe, he broke 
through the ice and sank into 
the water. His—companions hurried 


to his assistance but to no avail, the 
body did not rise until it was recov- 
ered some time later. 

Chief of Police Pomeroy was noti- 
fied, but he was away at the time and 
James Saunders went to the scene of 
the accident. The body had been 


found by the boy’s father and was}. 


quickly taken from the place to his 
home. Medical Examiner Dow of 
Lawrence was -called to view the re- 
mains. 

The pond had been frozen, but the 
rain the first part of the week and the 
succeeding warmer days had made the 
ice rotten in places and it was on ac- 
count of this the sad accident oc- 
curred. 


A drowning disaster occurred on 
last Sunday afternoon in the Merri- 
mac river. 

Three men, Hackett, Cochran, and 
Raymond, by name, took the Law- 
rence car to’ Lowell and got off at 
Dooley’s turnout in Methuen. This 
is near the river and’ is opposite from 
West Andover. The men took an old 
canoe and started to cross the river. 
They had to break the ice with their 
paddles and in so doing capsized the 
canoe.. Raymond and the canoe dis- 
appeared under the ice, but the two 
others hung on to the edge of the ice 
and were rescued after hard work by 
two Leland boys. 

Police were notified in Andover, 
Methuen and Lawrence and a diligent 
search has been made for Raymond, 
but to no avail. Chief of . Police 
Pomeroy has worked two days at 
the place of the accident and the other 
officers have also worked diligently 
to find the body but as yet it has not 
been recovered. Raymond leaves a 
wife and three children.

Again Mr. Lincoln was a denuncia- 
tory public speaker, while in private 
he was a gentle, kindly man. In these 
mild and timid days he. startled his 
hearers sometimes by the harsh di- 
rectness and bitterness of his public 
utterances. Here too he belonged to 
a past time, when reformers spoke 
with concentrated harshness _ be- 
cause they were thinking of the sin 
rather than the sinner. Garrison 
hated slavery but not the slave- 
holder. Mr. Lincoln could be bitter 
in public address, but he managed 
to keep amiable and... brotherly 
towards his opponent. At least he 
thought he managed it; and that he 
often succeeded, nobody can doubt 
who ever experienced his personal 
courtesy or who ever noted the kindly 
gleam of his eyes as he looked at the 
younger world ‘of Andover in these 
years of his measured walks between 
his garden and the reading-room in 
Memorial Hall.

few of the reforms which then fired 
the eyes and fixed in stern lines the 
mouths of resolute men and women. 
They did not all advocate the same 
reforms. They were not all as vic- 
torious as the abolitionists were. But 
all together they raised the general 
average of American ideas and pur- 
poses and life. The children who 
haye seen Mr. Lincoln have seen one 
of that notable type of men. They 
will not see another. We have re- 
formers still, but they are cast in a 
different mould 6f personal bearing 
and manners. 

Mr. “Lincoln was -an -interesting 
man because of the seeming contra- 
dictions of his character. 

For one thing, it was odd that he 
should be a . Universalist. Straight, 
unbending, grave, austere, he looked 
like a Puritan. Puritans of all times 
have believed vigorously in a Hell. 
Especially Puritan reformers, hating 
the cruelties and selfish brutalities 
which deface this world, would seem 
to have need of a permanent Hell in 
their scheme of things. Yet Mr. 
Lincoln, with all his hot wrath 
against the sins which cause human 
misery, held that creed bic is 
associated in mens minds with a 
somewhat easy and tolerant view 0 
human nature. The modern Univers- 
alist Church, along with its known 
virtues, is not noted for possessing 
the reforming mood. But the truth 
is, Mr. Lincoln belonged to the Uni- 


| versalist Church of the past, a church 


which felt itself to be an embodied 
reform in itself. In 1837, when the 
early Andover Universalists were 
looking for a place to hold their 
meetings, they applied to, the bank 
directors for the use of Masonic Hall. 
Their records state that they received 
“no answer” to their application, and 
add with dry humor, “appearances in- 
dicate they would not.” This de- 
liberate discourtesy with which they 
were treated was but a sample of the 
way in which they were generally 
treated by their fellow-Protestants 
of the older bodies. Mr. Lincoln had 
known what it was to endure whips 
and scorns of the sort, and he had 
fought the fight in Puritan mood, in 
grim earnest. — 

Again Mr. Lincoln was.a poet. He 
possessed the artistic temperament, 
as has been shown both by his own 
graceful verses and by the allied 
tastes of his children. Now, the ar- 
tistic temper has not often felt a call

Loxley House, Philadelphia, 
She Played Eavesdropper. 
One of the favorite stories connected 
with the Revolution is the tale of 
Lydia Darrach’s patriotism, which 
story, like others of similar import, has 
been discredited by the discriminating 
historian, Notwithstanding the cold 
douche thrown upon the tradition it re- 
mains popular witb all who know it.

took place is not so well known,

| story of Mrs, Darrach hardly need to 


be informed that she and her husband 
lived in what was called the Loxley 
house, once at the southeast corner of 
Little Dock and Second streets. Little 
Dock was the thoroughfare which runs 
in a southwestern direction from Dock 
street to Second street. The ground 
upon which the Loxley house stood 
was acquired by Benjamin Loxley, a 
well to do carpenter, who owned prac- 
tically a whole square in this vicinity, 
from George Clymer in April, 1759, and 
the queer little house was erected im- 
mediately. It was a speculation, for 
there is nothing to show that the own- 
er ever lived there. 

The house gained its fame from its 
peculiar facade, which was unlike any- 
thing in the city, and from the anec- 
dote which connects Mrs. Darrach 
with the place. The great preacher 
Whitefield is said to have addressed 
the multitudes from the balcony on 
either his sixth or seventh visit to this 
country—1763 or 1769. 

The Revolution had long since been 
over and most of the patriots in their 
graves before the tale of Mrs. Dar- 
rach’s bold adventure, which is believ- 
ed to have saved Washington and his 
army from capture by the British, be- 
came known. In the frst number of 
the first volume of the American Quar- 
terly Review, issued in March, 1827, 
the tale was told for the first time. 
There it is credited to “Garden’s Anec- 
dotes of the American Revolution.” 
The author of the story in the Amer- 
ican Quarterly Review, however, must’ 
have had access to Major Garden’s 
manuscript, for the story was not 


published in his book until the second | 


series was issued in the latter part of 
the year 1828.—Philadelphia Ledger.

Efforts For Sunday Closing. 

After having spent two Sundays un- 
der the strict enforcement of an old 
blue law prohibiting entertainments of 
every character New York decided to 
have a change. The board of alder- 
men passed an ordinance, 47 to 18, 
permitting Sunday concerts or per. 
formances of a sacred or educational 
character. Still, it prohibits all the 
theatrical performances, sporting con- 
tests, etc., against which the reform- 
ers have objected. The attempt to 
close all places of business at ‘Omaha 
resulted in the taking of 2,000 names 
of violators of the law pending a de- 
cision on a test case. Des Moines and 
New Orleans are also in the throes of 
a social and legal conflict over the en- 
forcement of the Sunday closing stat- 
utes. Kansas City theaters continued 
to defy the authorities by giving Sun- 
day performances notwithstanding the 
numerous arrests, 

Santa Claus Opens Postoffice. 

The officials of the New York City 
Federation of Women’s Clubs will es- 
tablish a sort of station at- the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria hotel where letters ‘ad- 
dressed to Santa Claus will be deliver- 
ed and from which they will be dis- 
tributed to those who will undertake 
to play the role of St. Nicholas. 
Boston Wickeder Than Chicago. 

From the annual reports of the po- 
lice departments of thirty cities, as 
compiled by City Statistician Grosser 

| of Chicago, Boston has the record of 
being the wickedest city in the United 
States, In the first six months of the 
year 89.4 arrests were made there to 
each 1,000 of the population. In Chi- 
cago the record in 1906 was only 44.6

be fought to a finish. Gompers wanted 
to know if the soil was less fertile, its 
treasures less valuable or if laboring 
men had become less industrious, and 
held that every such reduction of 
wages to meet such 
conditions as now 
exist had only made 
matters worse. The 
reason he advanced

A. F. L. Boycott Injunction. 

The right of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor to. publish its “unfair” 
and “we don’t patronize” lists is de- 
nied in the temporary injunction grant- 
‘ed by Federal Judge Gould at Wash- 
ington in the test case begun by the 
federation’s most powerful enemy, 
President Van Cleave of the National 
Manufacturers’ association, on behalf 
of the Bucks Stove and Range com- 
pany of St. Louis, of which he is also 
the head. This company had been in- 
eluded in the boycotting lists on the 


| charge that Van Cleave had discharged 


an employee and had threatened to 
discharge all the employees who were 
members of the union committee which 
tried to deal with him. The injunction 
games not only the federation, but its 
officers, President Gompers and Sec- 
retary Morrison, and nine members of 
the executive council, together with 
the Electrotype Molders and Finish- 
ers’ union, No. 17, and its officers as 
| defendants, and describes their action 
as an illegal conspiracy. The Gom- 
pers contention was that the “unfair” 
list had been in use almost from the 
Inception of the federation and that it 
tmputed only inequitable or discrim!- 
mative treatment of organized labor.

Powers on the Stand. 

The sixth week of the trial of Caleb 
Powers at Georgetown, Ky., for the. 
murder of Goebel began with Powers 
himself on the stand. He appeared to 
be cool and deliberate as he told the 
story of his life—how he had run for 
the office of secretary of state on the 
Republican ticket and how he had 
helped to bring people from all sec- 
tions of the state to Frankfort to pro- 
test against the attempt of the Demo- 
crats to count the Republicans out by 
the seating of the Democratic candi- 
dates. 

Absconder Walker Caught. 

The Pinkerton agency at New York 
has confirmed the report that William 
F. Walker, treasurer of the New Brit- 
ain (Conn.) Savings bank, who stole 
$565,000 in bonds and $55,000 in cash, 
had been arrested near Ensenada, 
Mexico, ‘had admitted his identity and 
had consented to return to Connecti- 
cut without awaiting extradition pro- 
ceedings. Walker disappeared last 
February, and the search for him has 
been worldwide and continuous. 
Won't Contest Two Cent Fare Law. 

The railroad companies doing  bus!- 
ness in Missouri have about decided 
not to contest the state two cent fare 
law because they: are now confident 
that the reduction of traffic shown by 
their figures since the law went into 
effect will satisfy the courts that it Is 
inequitable and confiscatory. A Mis- 
sourl Pacific official said the receipts 
had declined 30 per cent in the last 
ninety days, and a Wabash man said 
that the combined loss to all the roads 
fn passenger traffic alone was $6,000,- 
000.

Steel Rail Deadlock Broken. 


The announcement of the placing of 
an order for 35,000 tons of steel rails 
on the 1907 basis by the Erie railroad 
is taken to indicate the collapse of the 
steel rail deadlock, particularly as it 
has been followed by the statement 
that practically every railroad in the 
country had placed tentative orders 
for the estimated requirement in steel 
rails for 1908. The aggregate of the 
estimates is less than that of last year, 
totaling in the neighborhood of 2,400,- 
000 tons. 

Could Cut Fares In Two. 

According to newspaper declara- 
tions, the public service commission 
for New York city will in its coming 
report to the legislature make some 
rather startling declarations and sug- 
gestions in regard to the railroad com- 
panies of the city. It is hinted, for in- 
stance, that the Commission will de- 
clare that with proper capitalization 
the railroads could carry passengers

The Dearth of Game Birds | 


If the reports received from many 
parts of Southern New England are 
reliable, our upland game birds are 
fast vanishing. The ruffed grouse or 
partridge has seldom, if ever, been so 
scarce generally within the memory 
of man, as it is today. The same is 
true in regard to the bobwhite or 
quail in most of this territory. There 
were some fair flights of woodcock in | 
the fall, but resident woodcock were | 
as scarce as partridges in many sec: | 
tions. An unprecedented dearth of! 
the partridge is reported from Penn- 
sylvania on the south to Michigan, on 
the west, and from Ontario on the 
north to New Brunswick on the east. 
The introduced pheasants alone seem 
to be holding their own in most lo- 
calities. 

In view of the fear quite generally 
expressed that our game birds are in 
danger of extinction, it is time to in- 
quire the cause of the present de- 
pletion and to. seek a remedy. Un- 
doubtedly civilized man is the princi- 
pal destructive force in the extermin- 
ation of game birds. Wherever he is} 
absent, birds increase the limit of ! 
their food supply. Their natural ene- | 
mies do not decrease their numbers | 
in the long run; they merely kill off! 
the surplus birds that would otherwise 
be destroyed by starvation and dis- | 
ease; but when man comes in as aj 
destructive factor the game is event- | 
ually exterminated unless stringent | 
regulations are rigidly enforced to, 
prevent it. 

The pheasant is no hardier than the | 
partridge, and had it not been pro- | 
tected at all times, it would never 
have become established here. Even 
the limited shooting recently allowed 
is telling on its numbers. The pheas: 
ant’s case proves the value not only 
of protection but of artific’al propa- 
gation as well. We leave the increase | 
of the native game birds to nature 
while we go to the expense of propa- 
gating the pheasants. A close season 
of one or two years, followed by arti- 
ficial propagation would do much to! 
re-establish our grouse and quail. 


I cannot too strongly emphasize the 
destructive effect that the annually in- 
creasing number of hunters and dogs! 
must have upon the numbers of the | 
birds despite the shortness of the 
shooting season; but man’s destruct- 
iveness was not the principal reason, 
for the scarcity of partridges and quail 
at the opening of the past shooting 
season. It is a well-known fact that | 
the quail were nearly exterminated by

ter, following the open season, there 
was a great flight of goshawks from 
the North. These birds probably de- 
stroyed thousands of game _ birds. 
Many of:these hawks were killed bv 
gunners, and remains of the quail and 
partridge were found in_ their 
stomachs. Such flights. however, oc- 
cur not annually, but only occasionally 
and other natural causes have depleted 
the birds. We must always take into 
account the great number killed by 
farm carts and vagabond carts. Add 
to these the birds killed by foxes, 
weasels and other vermin and those ; 
killed unlawfully during the winter by 
poaching gunners, native and foreign, 
‘and we can see why comparativelv 
few partridges and quail were left to 
breed last spring. 


After the destructive winter of 
1906-07, came a long, cold spring with 
late frosts and snows and long soak- 
ing rains. This weather extended over | 
alarge part of the Eastern states | 
and Canada and undoubtedly was the 
chief cause of the present dearth of 
birds. In many cases the eggs did 
not hatch well and the broods were | 
small, in other cases the mother birds | 
died on the nests probably from ex- | 
posure or possibly from disease, for | 
bodies or skeletons of the birds were | 
sometimes found on or near the un- 
hatched eggs. In some localities wood 
ticks were prevalent upon the’ birds. 
In other places the birds appeared to 
be diseased. The June weather may | 
have favored the spread of contagious 
disease which may be communicated 
to partridges and quail by chickens | 
and turkeys. 

The biologists of the Massachusetts 
Fish and Game Commission have | 
learned that an enteric disease of the 
turkey which is very prevalent among 
chickens, but not fatal to them, is 
communicated to grouse and quail 
and is very destructive among these 
birds. Some such trouble may have 
appeared among the partridges of 
eastern Massachusetts for I watched 
several broods through the good 
weather of June and July, and not a 
bird lived to grow to maturity. It 
seems probable that very few young 
grouse were raised in Massachusetts 
or in any other parts of New England 
where the conditions were similar. In 
the .ensuing fall even before the be- 
ginning of the open season, certain 
hotel and road-house keepers, who 
were feeling the scarcity of game, 
hired poachers to go out and snare 
great numbers of birds to supply their 
tables. Then. the shooting seéson 
opened and the gunners began the 
legal killing of the few birds left. 
They report that most. of the birds | 
killed were old cocks: but a few were 
hens, some with small broods of little | 
chicks. The fate of the chicks that 
were seen in September and October | 


may ~be imagined. The sportsman 
should now. consider the fact that 
nearly every bird killed this year was 
an old one left over from last year’s 
breeding stock—a stock which was 
not, in_ most instances, renewed this 
year. If .a few birds in each locality 
were left over to breed each year there 


would be little danger of extirminating

the partridge or the quail for they are 
very hardy and produce many young. 
but it often happens that after ‘a hard 
winter, all the quail are extirpated 
from some localities by the gunners, 
A friend of mine carried two brood 
of quail through the hard winter of 
1903-1904. In the spring the birdy 
raised young in the nearby fields, Th 
next fall gunners and sportsmen: came 
out from the citv with their dogs 
hunted day after day until they ha 
killed every bird.” There were no mor 
quail seen there until the next season 
when some were brought there from 
the South, We have been accustome 
to kill off our quail, procure som 
more from the South, and repeat the 
process; but now the supply has bee 
cut off, for nearly every state in the 
Union has passed laws Prohibiting 
the export of game. The recent hard 
‘winters and the continued shootin 
have destroyed all the quail in certain 
sections of Massachusetts and there 
is no visible supply to replenish the 
depleted stock. 

The end of the present season sees 
the partridge reduced to a similar cop. 
dition. Those woodcock also that 
breed in the state are in danger gs 
they rear only a few young yearly 
and therefore their numbers’ haye 
never been renewed as rapidly as thos 
of the former species. The woodcock 
by migration to the South in winter, 
escapes the dangers which beset the 
resident birds, but in so doing it only 
jumps from the fryifig pan into the 
fire for the southerners shoot wood. 
cock all winter and northern cunners 
and sportsmen follow the birds to the 
south and easily kill immense numbers 
there when, nearly all the individuak 
of the species are crowded into a smal 
area. 

Birds will stand a reasonable amount 
of shooting if they can be protected 
upon their breeding grounds. For 
hundreds of years the bobolinks and 
blackbirds have been shot in their 
migrations through tme middle and 
southern states where they are sold 
in the market as “reed birds” or “rice 
birds,” and robins are still killed by 
the thousands in some parts of the 
south; but we protect them in the 
north upon their breeding grounds, 
and we see no signs of their exter 
mination. 

If the people of Néw England in- 
tend to preserve their game birds, 
ample protection must be afforded on 
the breeding grounds, and if for any 
reason whatever, the supply of birds 
becomes depleted, a close season ¢ 
one year or more should be declared 
and the law should be enforced unti 
the birds have time to recover their 
numbers. If, however, gunners’are 
prohibited from shooting upland game 
birds, they will turn their attention 
more to shooting wildfowl ‘snipe ot 
shore birds and these birds already 
require better protection than they 
now have, for several species are now 
nearing extinction. .

STORIES OF TENNYSON. 


Showing Some of the Odd Ways of the 
Famous Poet. 

In the memoirs.of the late, William 
Allingham, 
some interesting reminiscences of Ten- 
nyson. Allingham’s first sight of him 
was at Twickenham, where Tennyson 
was then living. 
fn a tall, broad shouldered, swarthy 
man, slightly stooping, with loose dark 
hair and beard. He: wore spectacles 
and was obviously very /nearsighted. 
Hollow cheeks and the dark pallor of 
his skin gave him an unbealthy appear- 
ance. He was a strange and almost 
spectral figure. The great man peered 
close at me and then shook hands cor- 
dially, yet with a profound quietude 
of manner. He was then about forty- 
one, but looked much older.” 

In 1886 Allingham visited Tennyson 
at the latter’s home, Farringford, in 
Freshwater, Isle of Wight. One morn- 
ing they were talking on the downs to- 
gether, and Alli, gham said that he felt 
happy. Tennyson said gloomily, “I'm 
not at all happy—very unhappy.” The 
reason, as Tennyson afterward explain- 
ed, for-his particular unhappiness was 
his uncertainty regarding the condition 
and destiny of man. Allingham was 
very anxious to photograph him on 
this visit, but Tennyson positively. re 
fused. “You make. bags under my 
eyes,” he said. 

At another time during this visit, as 
Allingham writes, they talked of 
dreams. “Tennyson said: ‘In my boy- 
hood I had intuitions of immortality— 
inexpressible! I have never been able 
to express them. I shall try some day.’ 
I said that 1, too, had! felt something 
of that kind, whe:eat Tennyson, being 
in one of his less amiable moods, 
growled: ‘I don’t believe you have. 
You say it out of rivalry.’” 

Allingham describes ‘lennyson’s fond- 
ness for strange antics, such as jump- 
{ng round and round like a pigeon, and 
adds, “He is the only person I ever saw 
who can do the most ludicrous things

CANADA’S CHRISTMAS STAMP. 


The Only Known Postal Memorial of 
the December Holiday. 

Stamp collectors say that the great- 
est Christmas gift ever made was a 
postage stamp of the value of 2 cents. 
On Christmas, 1898, Great Britain pre- 
sented to all her thirty-seven colonies 
a Christmas gift in the form of two 
cent letter postage in place of the rate 
of 5 cents, which for decades had ex- 
isted, 

In honor of this event Canada placed 
on sale on Christmas morning, 1898, a 
Christmas postage stamp, the only 
stamp of the kind ever issued by any 
country. In many respects it is unique 
among all postage stamps. 

It was larger than our Columbian 
stamps and showed a map of the world 
with the possessions of the British em- 
pire printed in bright scarlet. The 
oceans appeared in a bluish green and 
the frame of the design in black. 

Across the top was the inscription 
“Canada Postage,” with a crown rest- 
ing on laurel leaves tucked in between 
the words, At the extreme lower part 
of the design is the declaration, “We 
hold a vaster empire than has been;” 
above this, “Xmas, 1898,” and a figure 
“2” in each lower corner. 

It 1s worthy of note that this Cana- 
dian stamp was printed by a bank 
note company in the United Sta It 
marked a new epoch in stamp produc- 
tion, having three colors. Bicolored 
stamps are not uncommon, but up to 
that time no country had ever attempt- 
ed a three color stamp. 

This Christmas stamp was probably 
the most expensive ever issued, cost- 
4ing..the..Canadian...government. .four’ 
times as much as the ordinary single 
color stamp. Although issued on Christ- 
mas, 1898, the stamp’s availability for 
postage uses is unlimited—New York 
Herald.
